safer reduction up-to fourteen shillings weekly. The 
National Union of Railwaymen to-day refused the Govern- 
-ment’s offer and informed the Ministry of Transport that in 
the event of a farther offer not being received By noon on 
* Thorsday it would call a strike.

Thomas declares the Government agreed that standardisa- 
tion should be upward and the setilement with the locomo- 
tivemen incorporates this; but the propdsals for the other 
grades do not Apparently the offer referred to abore 
means the Government's standardisation proposals.
